3. TG-210927 Rubatino Refuse Removal 

Less than statutory notice request for tariff revisions correcting clerical 
errors contained in Item 105 – Multi-Family Service. The revised tariff 
pages now show per pickup charges for multi-family garbage and 
recycling services instead of a combined weekly rate.
